£1,000,000 demanded for the improvement of
highways in this Siate for the nextiwo
vears bills have been introduced in the
Senate and House for appropristions ag-
gregating pearlc §0,000,000, This amount
does uot ipclude sny items thal are re-
guired to be incorporated 1n the genersl ap-
propriation bill

The estimated receipis for the next two
vears are placed at $12,000,000, This sum
msy be iocreased §1,000,000 if cases
settled against corporations for taxes should
result favorably to the Commonwealth. There
will be required for common, normal and
goldiers’ orphao sshools about $§4,500,000;
Jor the Natioual Gaurd (including amount
required to supply deficiency), $640,000; for
the muinenance of the indigent insane at
the varions State hospitals, $800,000; for the
pavment of judicial salaries, §1,100,000; for
publie pristing and binding, $500,000; for
the payment of members and other legisla-
tive expenses, 575,000, making & total of
$8,115,000, Depariment and other items
will ruu the current expenses up to §10,600,-
0o,

The Total of Expenditares

Of the amounts embraced {4 this summing
up bills have been introduced, inaluding the
amounts of $400,000, payable to William H.
Kewole for hus loun to Governor Beaver;
174,000 to the Erie Soldiers' Home; about
300,000 to vormal schools; $246,000 to sol-
diers’ orphans schools, sod $500,000 for pay-
ment of salaries of State iostitutions. Out-
#ide of these items the regaested appropris-
\ions run up to about §7.400,000. Addin
these smounls to those absolutely requi
und & grand total of §18,000,000 is reached.

were pusted the expenditures the gext two

=ute, and if it should not bring the ap-
stiops within the anticipated receipts,
1= Groverpor, who las some experience in
this busivess, will see that the revenues and
proposed expenditures are as nearly equal-
iked as pessible.
Bills for Flood Destruction.

Amoung the bills which propose relieving
the Suate of some of its surplus money is the
one providing for the reimbursement of
counties lor the destruction of bridges by
ihe great flood of 1858, Uader the Consti-
tution countieswust build theirown bridges,

q the psyment of the cost of them by the
State would, according to the opinion of the
Auditor Geperal, be a clear infraction of the
Couostitution, It is estimated the pro
seheme wonld reduge the apount in the pub-
iic exchequer sbout $500,000.

A recent deelsion of Judge MePherson,
of Lebanon County Court, if affirmed by the
Saureme Court, will bilk the Siate treas-
ury copsidernbly., The provision o the
geveral revenuve Jaw, exempting manu-
incluring corporations from the payment of
s capital stoek tax saves these companies
about §8400,000 & vear, but the decision of
Judge MelPherson will reduce this amount
mweterinlly, as he bolds thut enly corporatiops
orgavized exclosively for mauufscturiog
purpos=s nre entitled to the exemption
mnllowed in the law. Heretolore they have
been relieved of the capital stock tax with-
oot ard to other business they might
have prosecuted.

Cost of the State's Tusane,

Some of the men who are fighting lo
abolish the Commitiee on Lunscy blame it
for overcrowding the insane hpspitals of the
State nod thus adding largely to the ex-
penses of 1the Commonwealth. The State
expends anouslly $400,000 for the main-
tevanes of indigent iusaue at thess hospitals
while the counties pav about $500,000 2 year.
Every patient of this kiod costs the State §2
and the eonnty $1 15 s week, The number
resches nearly 4000, and 1be tendeney is
loWard & gradaal lucrease,

It is maintaioed thet many of these up-
‘ortunate people could be sccommodsated at
the couuty alms bhouses at an average cost of
£1 25 a week, i the amount of work they
conld do were taken into consideration,

Avtion of the Jadiciary Committee Against
Its Passage,

dorsement by the Judiciary Committee of
Senutor Meek's bill requiring naturalized
{oreigoers o pay & tax of $3 a year toward
the poor fund in (he district in which they
are employed, has given hitn = strong hope
that it will receive the favorable eon-
sideration of the Legislatare.” This
bill i= mnow on the Benate calendar,
aud it will be pushed to 2 final passage as
rupidly ns the rujes of that body will per-
mit. Oune of its main purposes is to raise 3
fund to pay the expenses put on distriots by
illiterate and semi-civilized representatives
of joreign coustries who bave located 1n

them. Many of these people, through
luck or luss of emplovment, have to
be supported at the expense of the

distriet in which they are workiog, entail-
ing & grest burden on the waxpayving peo-
ple, while npothing is contributed to the
ioesl tressuries by the obnoxious residenta
fustead of spendiog their money in these
communilies they send it to the country
from which they emigrated. Through ene
postoffice in Ceffler county they last year
torwarded to their oative bomes gver §20,-
%00, In sddition to the burdens they im-
pose op localities in which they huve a bab-
itation, they are of n very quarrelsome dis-
porition, Several murders have been com-
miited by them in Center county, which has
put the county to & lurge expense.

Seuntor Meek's bill proposes that lhl!
shall cootritute something to meet the ex.
penses iruceable to them. The employers of
the objectionable laborers sre reguired
moniniy o deduct 25 cents from their wages
for the wse of the poor fund of the interested
districl.  The payments are required to
be made so frequeutly to cover removals
{rom one lowaship to anotber, so that the oge
to which they nave changed their residence
last receives ils proportionste share of the
taxes.

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TSAFETY OF MINERS.

That Was the Question Considered
by the Columbus Meeting.

LEGISLATION THE MINERS WAKT.

The General and Defense Fund Are Merged
Into One Hereafter.

PENNSILVANIA STRIKERS INDORESED

PRCIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCR.)

CoLunBus, Feb, 14.—~The National Con-
vention of Miners has adjourned to Monday
with the prospect that it will require the
greater part of next week to complete the
work., The seale question, which is oue
of the most important, was referred
back to the Beale OCommittee with
imstructions to investigate the conditions in
the several districts, and it is expected they
will be ready to report by Mondsy, There
are rumors of & sensation brewing in the K.
of L, in which Hayes, Cavauaugh and
others are interested, but none of the par-
ticulars have been learned.

The defense fund oceupied the attention
of the coovention nearly sll day. Some
were jo favor of abolishing the natiooal
fund and ereating district funds, Others
were in favor of o tax for a defense fund to
be devided between the national and distriet
organizations, while there was a less radical
sentiment in favor of a national fund, giv-
ing districts a voice in its disposition.

The General and Defense Funds.

The drifc of the discussion was decidedly
against 8 national fuod, and it Jooked as if
this vital feature of the organization was
about to be knocked out.

President Rae, in his annual address, ree-
omwends that the general fund and defense
fund be consolidated, and that 80 per cent of
the monthly per eapita tax be set aside for
defense purposes. This recommendation
was adopted on the suggestion of Joho P.
Jones, the per eaplita tax being fized at 20
eents & month. An amendment was adopted
providing that where spy dispute arises the
Distriet President shall report to the Na-
tional Exeeutive Board, snd if they neglect
orrefuse to givea deelsion within tendays the
Distriet President shall have full power to
order a sirike; and the strikers being enti-
tled to recelve aid from the defense fun
the National Executive Board sball not cal
off a strike jusugurated under this section
unless by the consent of the district officers
and the men on strike. This solution of the
dlﬁcullf was satisfagtory to all the dele-

t leaves the delense fund practi-
cally as it was last year, and gives the dis-
triots rights which they did not have.

The Irwin Strike Is Indorsed.

The Committee on Grievances presented a
report indorsing the sction of the national
officers concerning the strike at Irwin, Pa.,
and recommending that the incoming Ex-
ecutive Bourd receive deserving atiention.
The committee recommended that the West-
moreland and Peansylvania Gas Coal Com-
panies, at whose mines the strike has been
on since last May, be forced to comply with
the nstional scale of prices. President Rae
said the two companies had lost several mil-
lion dollars by the strikd and were becom-
ing very sick of it. He had information
from & Pennsvlvania operator that if a vig-
orous effort was made to force the payment
of scale rates May 1, the companies would
concede them. The recommendation of the
committee was adopted.

Streams of smoke came pufing up
through the ventilators op Mail street like
the smoke from a steam engine. Smoke
filled the distributing room, where fully
300,000 letters were being made ready to be
sent out,

The mail from the European stesmahip
Celtic had just been brought in and was be-
ing distributed when the eleotrie lights went
out. The Westers mail had nearly all been
sent out before 9 o'clock and the SBouthern
mail followed it shortly afterward. The
employes were nearly all iuy getting ready
for the biggest Western mail that goes out
during the day. It mullf comprises
from 800 to 1,500 sacks, and is in readiness
to be sent outat from 1 to 4 o'clogk in the
morning, As soon as the firemen arrived
Superintendent Hall, with the aidof 2 num-
ber of volunteers, entered the building sod
began rescuing the mails, while the firemen
drowned out the fire among the newspaper
mail ia the basement, No first-olass mail
was destroyed. The only damage to mail
was fo pewspapers and third-class matter,
and the exteat of that cannot be determined

until to-morrow morning.

SCORING PRIVATE BANKS.

TESTIMONY YESTERDAY EEFORE THE

Financiers Who Favor State Supervision
and Examinstion—The Majority Favor
Making the Govermor the Appoluting
Power—Ideas as to Trust Compaunies.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14 — President
Craig D. Ritclle, of the Eeal Estate Title
Insurance and Trust Company, was the first
witaess be‘ore the joint committee of the
Senate and House of Representatives fo in-
quire into banks and banking this morning.
In snswer to & question by Sesmtor Pasker,
Acting Chairman, Mr. Ritebie said: “lam
of the opinion that State banks should be
brought under State su As to
trust companies I do not think it necessary.”
He explained the reasons for this by saylog
that banking was ounly a small part of their
business. It .was not nscessary to have
their operations inquired fnto.

General Fisher, trast officar of the Ger-
man American Trust Company, stated that
in his opinion the proposed supervision
would prove beneficial both to the banks
and the public. It would not be necessary
to inspect private loans. In regard to the
appointment he thought it should be by the
Governor, The Clearing House was com-
posed of National banks, and might not be
fair in recommending appointments, Asked
if be favored a reserve fund, he smd: “Ti
on deposits, yes; but if on s fized sum, ne.”
The trust companies should not be required
to have as large a fund as the baoks.

Benjamin Miller, President of the Phila-
delphis Mortgage Trust Company, said the
only sensible plan was by examiners, but 1n
his opinion this would not entirely remedy
the present evils. The National k ex-
